It reaches tho conclusion that it 
cannot enjoy peace until after Its rival has been 
whipped. .Livy, the. great hi.storian, observed that 
Komi; conquered the world us an incident to dc- 
lYndln;; her borders, that Is, to tho preservation 
of her own peace, tho repulsion of Invaders.

Austria now seems to havo reached an enviable 
position where her future peace and security are 
about u.x certain as anything human can be and 
will continue to be certain without the necessity 
of war.

Het'ore 1U1-I the AuMtro-JIungarian Empire, al-

pk'st. Her territory is ;;o small that no ono covets 
it. 
Her resources arc .so nlight that no larger 


power 1.x willing to bother about getting her as an 
ally. Two reasons operate to keep her at peace. 
Klrst, .she has had moro than she wants of war 
and, second, she In not strong enough to attract 
either allies or enemies. 
In these respects «he 


bears somo relation to Switzerland, a comfort 
able little na'tion which has existed for ccnturlcii 
without war because she .Is small and peaceable.
